A small cross on the left portion 
of tho shadow of the head, indicates 
where the bullet entered the head, 
and the course of the bullet is out­ 
lined by small dots. 
The hall passed through the brain 
and struck the roof of the skull, tu rn ­ 
ing the ball over and send it crashing 
downward against the rear part of th** 


skull, w h e r e it rests in th e occipital 
region. 


The dark shadow in the left corner 
of the pictures was made by the lad’s 
teeth, the bones about the nose cast­ 
ing little shadow. 
Dr. Sherman Leach

again visited the lad Thursday morn­ 
ing, and predicts his early and com­ 
plete recovery.

any operation, stating that the ball 
would not injure the

ProsiTorii Wilson lifts announced to the American hankers 
who proposed to join banking groups, one from each of lh** 
other leading nations of th** world, in furnishing a loan of on** 
hundred and twenty-five millions of dollars to the present 
Chinese government, that this nation will keep “ hands off”. 
That short emphatic announcement by President Wilson 
means tin* death of “ Dollar Diplomacy” which has been so 
long in building and has become so firmly roofed. 
President Wilson, in effort, says to the American bankers 
that if they take all or any part of the big Chinese loan, thej 
must do it on their own motion and take all responsibility; Ilia 
the loan cannot be made through the Slat** Department of tin 
National government aud thus makes this government a surety 
for the money loaned, not only by the banks of this country 
but of other countries. 
It means that th** practice of big banks of this country 
loaning money to unstable governments 
like 
the 
presen 
Chinese government and governments of South America arn 
Central America cannot continuo, with that sanction of this 
government which means the power of the army and navy to 
enforce collect ion. 
Bach a practice, President Wilson says, is contrary to our 
principles of government, it guarantees a profit to the few at 
the expense of the many. 
It means that “ Dollar Diplomacy1’ is a diplomacy for the 
men who have tin* dollars at tin* cost of those men who haven’t 
dollars. 
The stand of the administration is a complete reversal of 
long existing conditions, and may be expected to raise a storm 
of discussion and call forth, perhaps some harsh criticism both 
at home and abroad, 
It will be interesting to note just what attitude th** critics 
will take. 
*%ie most serious, apparently of all objections so far urged 
against the administration position, is that tin* refusal to guar­ 
antee loans to South American governments, hankers of this and 
other nations may not extend the necessary credit arni many 
of th** none too strong governments may succumb to revolution 
and anarchy and in enforcing their rights other nations may 
clash with us on tile Monroe doctrine, 
However, that is a bridge the critics need not cross until 
they corn** I *» it.

Washington.— Reconciliation of the 
troubles between capital and labor 
was the thought Sn the mind of con 
gress when it established the deport­ 
ment of lalK»r. with representation In 
the president s cabinet The principal 
duty of the secretary of labor will be 
to net as mediator and to appoint 
commissioners of conciliation in labor 
disputes. 
The government thus pro­ 
poses to throw Its influence toward the 
attainment of Industrial peace. 
William B. Wilson of Pennsylvania, 
Hie first secretary of labor, was born 
In Scotland, 
Ile came to this country 
with his parents and began working 
In the coal mines of Pennsylvania 
when he was nine years old. 
When 
he was eleven years old he was a half 
member in the Mine Workers* union, 
He has always been identified with 
trade union affairs. At the time of his 
election to congress and for eight years 
prior thereto he was International sec­ 
retary and treasurer of th© United 
Mine Workers of America. 
The creation of tim deportment of 
labor is the result of long years of agi­ 
tation. 
In 1884, responding to public 
sentiment, congress established a bu­ 
reau of labor in the Interior depart­ 
m ent A department of labor without 
represen ta lion in the cabinet was cre­ 
ated In 1888. 
When the department

1901 the department of labor was 
merged with it as a bureau. 
The bill creating the new depart­ 
ment extends the principle embodied 
In what is known as the Bedman act. 
This act authorised the commissioner 
of labor and the chairman of the In­ 
terstate commerce commission to act 
as mediators in cases of differences be 
tween railway employers and railway 
employees. Under this authority peace 
bas been maintained to a large extent 
In the railroad world for many years. 
Time and again great strikes have 
been averted, and efforts have b»en 
made repeatedly to extend the scope of 
the law to all industries of an inter 
state character. This was done in the 
recent enactment 
While the secretary of labor is em­ 
powered by the law to act as a media­ 
tor and to appoint a commissioner to 
adjust disputes, the language of the 
authorization is so broad that labor 
troubles In the future will come di­ 
rectly under the eye of the president 
and his cabinet in an official way. The 
secretary of labor will not act without 
consultation with the president and 
the other members of the cabinet 
Therefore the power of the federal ad­ 
ministration will be exerted to main­ 
tain peace in all industries of an in­ 
terstate character.
